WASHINGTON, Dec. 
Secretary of the Interior Krug said 
today the government plan* imme- 
diate movement of 
natural 
gas 


through the Big Inch and Little 
Inch pipeline* to help relieve the 
coal shortage. 
"We expect to begin movement 


of natural gas In the next five or 
•Ix days, at the rate of 50.000,000 
cubic feet a day," Krug told the 
house surplus property committee. 


Within the next 45 days, Krug 
•aid, gas can be moving at the 
rate of 150,000000 cubic feet a day 
over the 1,500-mlle war-built pipe 
lines from the Southwest to the 
Eastern seaboard. 


Giw "Not Answer" 


"The gas can be a help" In the 


fuel shortage caused by the coal 
strike. Krug said, "but It Is not the 
answer." 
He testified that even Vie move- 


ment of 150,000,000 cubic feet of 
gas a day would amount only to 
the fuel equlvelent of 6,000 tons 
of coal while the normal dally coal 
production exceeds 2,000,000 tons.

IB considered to give the 
best flavor to salted nuts, roast- 
ing in a little fat In the

pan la recommended in he pres- 
ent fat shortage, Mlsi Rlley rays.

carefully done, results are Just as 
dellcioiu as when deep fat frying 
in used. 
In fixing1 home-salted nuts, u»« 


on* teaspoon of salt and only two 
teaspoons of cooking oil or melted 
vegetable or table fat for each 
cup of nut meat. Just enough fat 
to cover the nuts In the skillet is 
all you need. 
Pecans, hickory nuts and Eng- 


lish walnuta don't need to hav« 
their skins removed before roast- 
ing. 
To roast, combine the nut- 


meat halves with the oil and melt- 
ed fat In the frying pan. Place 
over a low heat and stir constant- 
iv until the nuts are hot through- 
out 
Then drain and place them 
on absorbent paper and sprinkle 
with salt. 
Almonds or raw peanuts may be
